Problems Of Conducting Schools 7 old \ 
To Members of Chamber of Commerce \ 


The 
Chamber of Commerce 


meeting Tuesday had an atmos- 
phere of school days, for the speak- 
ers,, five members of the school 
faculty dealt with school subjects. 


Prof J- O. Eagleson, acting as 


toast master, was the first speak- 
er. 


He explained the method of sel- 


ecting the course of studies, the 
selection of teachers, etc., and 
how the community is measured 
somewhat by the school that it 
has. 
He laid emphasis on the 


fact that he does not believe the 
Board of Education should be re- 
sponsible nor should they pay for 
the charity that they now pay for 
He believes that the distribution of 
charity, to school children, should 
be handled under the jurisdiction 
of other organizations in the city. 
He also asked that parents give 
more cooperation to the truant 
officers in fulfilling his duties. The 
truant officer has a hard1 job, he 
said, and every day he meets re- 
buffs in visiting the homes of the 
delinquent children and it is his 
duty to see that the children are 
in school, unless they have a 
worthwhile excuse. 


SUMMER, NIGHT SCHOOL 
He was followed by E. L. Daley, 


supervisor of grade schools in 
Circleville. Mr. Daley stressed two 
points, namely that we should have 
night school and that we should 
have summer school. With a night 
school, he stated, we can give the 
children who have dropped out of 
school when the age limit per- 
mits them to do so, an opportun- 
ity to gain more knowledge which 
is necessary in most instances. 
With the summer school it affords 
those who have lacked ability an 
opportunity to keep up without los- 
ing a year in the regular course, 
and it also gives the student an op- 
portunity to progress faster. He 
also suggested a garden school 
that. wojileLaffoid thp^dents- to 
>ec6me%better acquainted'with na- 
ture and the outdoor life which is 
so beneficial to growing youth. 


"With better students in school 


we cannot.help but to eventually 
lave a better Circleville," Mr. 
Daley continued. "To have a bet- 
ter Circleville we must have bet- 


ter citizens, with better citizens 
we will have more"sindustries, we 
will be more prosperous have a 
more beautiful town, have more 
law-abiding citizens, more happi- 
ness, better homes and home life, 
and more honest people.

good schools we can build charact- 
er from the pupils and the ultimate 
end will be better citizens for a 
community."

GENEVA.—The League of Na- 


tions Council, meeting in its 62nd 
session here, decided today to 
grant China its requested advis- 
ory aid in regards to financial re- 
habilitation. 


The council authorized Sir Ar- 


thur Salter, the League's economic 
expert, to visit Nanking for the 
purpose of conferring with Chinese 
government and financial leaders 
and to make a study of the coun- 
try's monetary problems. 


Foreign Minister Arthur Hen- 


derson of Britain presided at the 
council session. 


Chairman Xyall of the anti- 


narcotic board, appearing

EXPLAINS VALUE OF 
WHEAT IN RATIONS 


Proving an excellent substitute 


for corn in the hog ration, wheat 
may be fed with profit as long as 
its price stays near its present 
level and does not cost more than 
10 to 12 cents more per bushel 
than corn, states J. W Wuichet, 
specialist m swine at Ohio State 
University. 


iAs a feed for bogs, wheat is 


worth about six to eight per cent 
more than the same weight of 
shelled corn and may be substitut- 
ed entirely for corn in the ration, 
according to Wuichet. In fact, 
some tests show that greater re- 
turns are obtained by feeding 
wheat alone with some good pro- 
tein suppliment than by mixing 
large amounts of corn in the 
ration. 


To get the most out of wheat, 


Wuichet believes that it is best 
ground or crushed, preferably the 
latter, as grinding fine does not 
improve the digestibility and only 
adds to the cost Soaking wheat 
improves it about one per cent, 
but grinding: adds about 16 per 
cent to its value . 


As wheat contains more protein 


than does corn, less protein is 
necessary to balance it. Corn, he 
says, requires about 10 per cent 
tankage to balance it and wheat 
requires about eight per cent. So 
by feeding wheat good results may 
be obtained although less tankage 
and other nigh protein feeds are 
used.
